Upland’s newest industry is a 
foundry for the manufacture of 
metal castings, this being learned 
today with leasing of a building 
on Eighth avenue south of Ninth 
street and near the Santa Fe 
right of way. 

J. L. Bullock and Larry Luft 
have formed the Upland Foundry 
Co. and Nave leased the property. 
The two men have been operat- 
ing on a minor scale between On- 
tario and Riverside, handling sub- 
contracts for war industries. 

The building leased by the two 
men was the scene years ago of 
the Upland Manufacturing Co., 
in which a “Cupalo” is installed. 
The “Cupalo” is the heavy furnace 
type of fixture in which pig iron 
is heated prior to the making of 
casts. ( 

The new company odtained the 
building to get the use of the 
cupalo and also because of ‘he 
adjacent vacant land for use in 
an expansion program, according 
to Mr. Luft. Actual production 
ig scheduled to be started here by 
August 15, he reported. 

At present the new Upland com- 
pany has a contract with the Food 
Machinery Co., Riverside, for cast- 
ings for use in war material. As 
soon as conditions permit, it is 
the company’s plan to enlarge the 
building and to install additional 
equipment’ for production’ of 
peacetime materials, Mr. Luft 
said. 

Until recently «ne foundry 
building was used by the Lamont 
Chemical Co, for the production 
of eucalyptus oil but war-time 
transportation conditions have 
made it impossible for this firm 
to continue here. 

Stockholders of the defunct Up- 
land» Manufacturing Co. have 
placed management of the prop- 
erty on Eighth avenue with Ow- 
en B. Atwood and V. H. Wilson.

GLASS WILL OPEN 
THURSDAY MORNING | 


A class in dehydration of fruits 
and vegetables will open here on 
Thursday morning, at 9:30, at 
the Brethren in Christ church, 
Third avenue and F street. 

This class is sponsored by the 
state department of vocational 
agriculture and Chaffey college 
adult education: department. It 
is offered to the public, free of 
charge. Dehydration of food is 
considered the safest and easiest 
method of preserving food, with 
no danger of food poisoning. 

Members of the church and 
their friends are invited to bring 
one or two pounds of such fresh 
foods as string beans, garden 
peas, corn, spinach, chard or 
parsley to dehydrate on Thurs- 
day. They are also asked to 
bring a clean dry quart jar with 
tight-fitting lid to carry their 
dried product home. Other foods 
such as prunes, plums, peaches 
and apricots will be .dehydrated 
on other days of class instruc- 
tion, which will be announced at 
the Thursday meeting. 

This work is part of .the na- 
tion-wide program for food con- 
servation and Dr. Asta Ohn Gee, 
instructor in nutrition for the 
state department of vocational 
agriculture and Chaffey college 
adult educational department will 
be in charge.

The United States employment 
Office is virtually “swamped” 
with the work of compiling the 
information relative to the new 
labor ceiling regulation that be- 
came effective June 15. The new 
regulation puts a ceiling on the 
number of employes that may be 
employed in a place of business, 
and affects every employer in 
Upland. 

Harry M. Cain, director of the 
employment office in this district, 
states that the new regulation 
affects all places of business where 
four-or more employes were ‘work- 
ing on June 15. Firms which may 
have been operating below their 
regular needs on that date, or 
later find that they need more 
employes than what they had on 
that date, must make application 
for “labor priorities” in order to 
become eligible to replace or add 
needed help.

ng as a board of equalization, has 


today (July 17, 1944) revised several assessments made by the county 


assessor. 


Our board igs sincere in its desire to cooperate with, and promote 


all our resources, such as agricul 
ing. The natural resources of 
our county are enormous, but to 
date have barely been touched. In 
order to maintain our economic 
stability now, and in the _post- 
war period, our board feels that 
we must lend our support equit- 
ably to all phases of our ecom 
omic development and we should 
not discriminate against our nat+ 
ural resources, which are, so fa¥, 
only a potential asset and which 
are awaiting development; algo 
that we should treat industry 
fairly to encourage othér manu- 
facturers to locate in our area. 
COUNTY MUST AID 

The west must build industry 
to provide for employment ‘and 
production for her own needs and 
for export to Oriental market. 
San Bernardino county must 
share in this development of in- 
dustry. At the same time, indus- 
try located in the west must bear 
its full share of the burden of 
taxation. Industry and mining in 
this county should not be requir- 
ed to pay a penalty or premium 


a greater proportion of the bur- 
den of. taxation than in other 
counties in this state, J 


The ‘burden of taxation upon 
agricultural land can only be de- 
creased by the creation of new 
industry and the development of 
natural resources in this county. 

KAISER MILL DISCUSSED 

The Kaiser steel mill at Fon- 
tana was built for the construc: 
tion of plates and other steel ma- 
terial for ships. It is a war plant 
for wartime use. It was built at 
excessive cost due to speed of 
construction far. above normal 
costs. The plant cannot be oper- 
ated in a postwar era without the 
construction of additional units 
designed to fabricate steel for 
peacetime use,

The other assessments revised 
by the board are described on the 
assessment rolls as “minerals”. 
Only four producers, out of ap- 
proximately 100 producers and 
owners in this county, were in- 
volved. In the current year, one 
assessment was -increased.,to 
$125,000.00 and the other three 
to $500,000.00 each. The board 
found that the selection of only 
four of these producers amount- 
discrimination against 
them and the so-called placing of 
“mineral assessments” on them is 
a new departure and should be 
considera-

[BIG BRUSH FIRE

Similar increases in  assess- 
ments were not made in other 
counties in the state upon prop- 
erty of competing producers. 

In each instance, each one of 
the four companies is assessed for 
other real property, plant im- 
provements and personal prop- 
erty in very substantial sums. 

The companies involved are: 
California Portland Cement Co., 
Southwestern Portland Cement 
Co., American Potash and Chem- 
ical Corporation and West End 
Chemical Co. The assessments 
which were protested were those 
made as “mineral” assessments. 
The property assessed consisted 
of limestone deposits in two cases 
and saline deposits in two cases. 
The amounts of the assessments 
ranged from $25.00 per acre to 
Other 
similar limestone deposits and 
other similar saline deposits in 
the county are, in some instances, 
not assessed at all, and in all 
other instances are assessed for 
only nominal valuations. 

The board has found that the 
assessments heretofore made in 
former years are approximately 
correct.
